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The Largest Built-Up Asbestos 
Roofing Job in the Country 


An asbestos roofing job of more than usual interest has 
recently been completed for the W. F. Hall Printing Com- 
pany ’s new plant in Chicago. 

The photograph on page 4 will give you some idea 
of the size of this contract, altho the job had not been 
completed when the photo was taken, and the backs of the 
saw teeth where the asbestos roofing is used are not shown 
because it was not possible to take the photo from a suffi- 
ciently high elevation to show them. 

The plant covers approximately five hundred thousand 
to seven hundred thousand square feet, the roofing deck 
being gypsum monolithic slab, and the bulk of the roofing 
surface saw tooth skylights. The white backs in the photo 
are the Gypsum Monolithie Slabs mentioned. 

The specification for this roofing called for asphalt and 
asbestos felts. On the flat surfaces black asphalt finish is 
used, but on the backs of the saw tooths white top asbestos 
is applied, this white top for the purpose of reflecting the 
light, thru the glass in the saw teeth, into the rooms below. 
below. 

Altogether there are 4500 squares of built up roofing 
475 squares of which are over the office building. The 
office building roof is insulated with one inch of ecorkboard 
imported from Spain. 

The job is of interest because of its size—probably the 
largest built-up asbestos roofing job in the country, and also 
for the peculiar use of the white top Asbestos reflecting the 
light into the building. 

The Luse-Stevenson Company of Chicago executed the

The Iron in Asbestos 


One of our readers, Mr. E. Schaaf Regelman is en- 
gaged in the handling of Asbestos Crudes and Fibres from 
all three of the principal Asbestos fields, viz: Africa, Ari- 
zona, and Canada, and because he handles all three he has 
found it necessary and interesting to make an intensive 
study of each variety, their peculiarities and differences. 

Such study has developed the fact that fibres from one 
district are particularly suitable for certain purposes, while 
those from some other district will better serve some other 
purpose. 

This is particularly true as concerning the use of asbes- 
tos in the making of fine yarns for the electrical trade. Of 
course everyone knows that those fibres containing the least 
iron are better adapted for electrical work, but it is not 
always known just why Canadian fibres appear to have 
more iron than do those from Arizona. Suppose, however, 
we let Mr. Regelman discuss the subject in his own words. 
He says: 





‘‘There is a tendency among manufacturers of elec- 
trical devices to require that the Asbestos goods furnished 
them, be it carded fibre, roving, yarn or listing, be made 
of Arizona asbestos and when they learn that Arizona 
Asbestos is entirely free from iron, while the Canadian 
contains from 214% to 314% Fe203, they wonder why such 
a small difference in iron content gives such vastly dif- 
ferent technical results.. 

‘‘The reason, however, is not to be looked for in the 
chemical analysis of the Asbestos itself, but is to be found 
in the matrix. 

‘*When a piece of asbestos is sent to the chemist, 
everybody sends a selected sample of pure Asbestos, and 
nothing else. A manufacturer, however, in his daily pro- 
duction, is not using prepared samples, but commercial 
asbestos in carload lots, and we all know that this con- 
tains a certain amount of rock, or matrix. 

‘‘The main difference between the Canadian Asbestos 
and the Arizona Asbestos, as far as iron content is concern- 
ed, is not in the chemically bound iron with which the chem- 
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ist is concerned, but principally in the free iron occurring 
in the gangue or matrix. 

‘‘Canadian Asbestos occurs in serpentine which is 
very rich in chrome-iron ore, so much so that some of the 
Canadian mines produce Asbestos and chrome-iron ore in 
the same pit. All Canadian Asbestos when shipped on a 
commercial seale, is full of chromic-iron, not only in the 
adhering pieces of gangue or matrix, but a layer of chromic 
iron particles will often be found right in the heart of a 
piece of pure crude Asbestos, this being usually known as a 
‘**break in the fibre.”’ 

‘Crushing the crude asbestos under the chasers rather 
aggravates the situation, as it works the particles of chromic 
iron thus liberated, into the tender Asbestos fibres and no 
economically practical treatment has as yet been devised to 
get this iron out. 

‘*Arizona Asbestos, on the other hand, occurs in lime- 
stone and a close relative of serpentine, known as ‘‘oliv- 
ine,’” both of which minerals are entirely free from iron 
of any kind; hence the Arizona Asbestos is the only logical 
material to be used for electrical insulation material of all 
kinds.’ 





William E. Wilcox 


It is with full comprehension of the great regret which 
will be felt by many of our readers, that we announce the 
passing to the Great Beyond, of William E. Wileox, for 
many years manager of the Chicago Branch of the H. F. 
Watson Company. 

Mr. Wilcox died on Sunday, July 5th, at his home, 329 
S. Seoville avenue, Oak Park, Chicago. He was a pioneer 
in the asbestos and roofing industry in the central west. 
Born in 1855 at Edinburgh, Ohio, he came to Chicago in 
1880 and established the western branch of the H. F. Wat- 
son Company, serving continuously since that time as their 
western manager. Few in the asbestos industry can claim 
a service of forty-five years with one company. 

Mr. Wilcox is survived by two daughters, Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Wileox Meade and Mrs. Thomas O. Meade. 
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MARKET CONDITIONS 


When writing the Market Conditions page for June 
‘“‘ASBESTOS”’ it seemed certain that by the time the 
July number went to press the Canadian Asbestos Merger 
would be an established fact and only the details of oper- 
ation to decide upon. The status of the merger at present, 
however, is just about where it was in June, and while we 
fully believe will finally be put in operation, the options 
have not yet been signed by the participating companies 
and from all accounts will not be until after this issue is in 
the mail. It is believed that these options will be signed 
within the next week or so if nothing else happens. 

In the meantime the Industry is trying hard to curb 
its impatience over these many irritating delays and to so 
direct its selling policies that they will not complicate 
things too badly for the merger when it becomes a fact, 
yet protect the individual firms if the worst should happen 
and the merger be abandoned. 

Prices of raw material show a tendency to advance and 
some buyers are endeavoring to cover at present prices. 














Our correspondent, E. J. Wilson, in commenting on 
the market situation says: 

‘*Shipments for June have been in good volume and 
prices are firm. (By the way an error was made in June 
‘*ASBESTOS”’, it stating that one of the large asbestos 
mining companies had shipped two thousand more tons 
of asbestos during the first five months of 1925 than in the 
same period of 1924, while the quantity should have been 
ten thousand tons— quite different). One of the largest 
producers has recently withdrawn all quotations and has 
nothing to offer. It is quite evident that those manufactur- 
ers who contracted for large quantities of asbestos last 
winter were well advised. The Canadian merger will mean 
an end of the price eutting among the Canadian producers, 
(which alone is responsible for the present condition of the 
industry) a balanced production and increased prices all 
around. Prices must be increased in order that the mer- 
ger can make a legitimate mining profit and carry on.” 

‘‘Statements have been made that one of the purposes 
of the merger would be to fight the Rhodesian and South 
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* African producers but any well informed person knows 
that this would be a very stupid proceeding that would in 
the end wreck the merger.”’ 


Apropos of Mr. Wilson’s last sentence, we hasten to 
confirm his suggestion that the merger does not contemplate 
the fighting of Rhodesian and South African producers. In 
fact it is the general idea in both Canada and the United 
States that Rhodesian and South African Producers will 
be asked to join the merger in some manner. Nothing can 
be done along this line, of course, until the Canadian tangle 
has been straightened out and the new company in full 
working order. 

Mr. A. F. Moore who has just returned from a six 
weeks trip in the far west tells us that general business 
conditions in that section appear to be a trifle better, par- 
ticularly in the northwest and almost everyone he came in 
contact with was optimistic. 

In an effort to obtain a concensus of opinion on the 
market situation in various asbestos lines, we recently ad- 
dressed several of the contractors and manufacturers, ask- 
ing them three specific questions ; first, the present status of 
the market as they found it; second, their idea of future 
prospects covering the fall and winter; third, what effect 
the merger was likely to have on their business. 

The replies received were most interesting. 


First, as to the present status, one large contractor in 
the East reports conditions as being very satisfactory, his 
company being more active than usual at this time of year. 
Another one in the central west states that conditions are 
far from good yet not exactly extremely bad, and deplores 
the close competition which results in extremely low prices, 
allowing very little profit to anybody. A third, this time a 
manufacturer, reports that demand has been very satisfac- 
tory and has substantially increased during the past few 
weeks, particularly in low pressure coverings. This manu- 
facturer notes, however, the extreme lowness of prices. 

All of our correspondents seem to agree that prospects 
for fall and winter business are good, one from the central 
west stating that there is a better feeling in the oil industry, 
and while that industry has shown no inclination to increase 
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its purchases, at the same time the better tone indicates an 
increase in business. 

The contractors appear to have given little considera- 
tion to the effects of the merger on their business—perhaps 
believing that ‘‘sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof,’’ 
or else being unable to decide just what effect the merger 
would have on their particular business. A manufactur- 
er, commenting on the effect of the merger says: if the 
merger is completed, there will undoubtedly be a substantial 
strengthening of prices on all products due to higher prices 
on asbestos fibre,’’ but makes no further comment. Either 
he does not contemplate any bad effect from such inerease 
of prices or else he believes it will improve conditions 
rather than the reverse. 

It would be interesting if we could quote from a dozen 
letters from members of the Industry, and we invite and 
urge our readers to send in their opinions of the condition 
of the asbestos market as they see it in their territory. 

All the firms mentioned deal principally in Asbestos 
Paper and Pipe Covering—not textiles. We have received 
no comment whatever on any division of the textile line 
though we wrote several handlers of textiles. 





Penstock Joint Made of Asbestos Paper 
The Engineering-News Record notes that asbestos 
paper is useful as a joint between penstock and saddles. 
The concrete saddles are separated from the penstocks they 
support by two thicknesses of asbestos paper which is 
painted with liquid graphite before being put in place. 

At first a single thickness of building paper was tried 
but was not satisfactory as the paper moved with the ex- 
panding pipe and, as contraction occurred, would not go 
back between the pipe and support. 

Two thicknesses of the lubricated paper, however, are 
effective because the upper piece tends to cling to the pipe 
while the irregularities of the concrete hold the lower piece, 
thus allowing a slippage of the smooth surface between the 
two sheets. Before being filled the pipe may move as much 
as 2% inches in some saddles as the result of temperature 
changes. 
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Members of the Asbestos Brake Lining Association are in- 
terested in the recent experiments being made by a number of 
noted engineers in the treatment of brake lining to prevent 
squeaking and screaming when the brakes are applied. 


Extensive preparations are being made for an automobile 
brake testing campaign in Syracuse, N. Y. In addition to the 
regular testing experiments, the Safety Council is encouraging 
public citizens in taking an active part, thus assisting all the 
agencies involved in giving the automobile brakes the best 
possible test. 

A similar brake testing drive was conducted in Battle 
Creek, Mich., during the last week of June. 


“Faulty Brakes” by which is meant worn out brake lining— 
is considered responsible for 75% of the automobile accidents. 

The Asbestos Brake Lining Association has just comple‘ed a 
splendid piece of work in the Data Book recently put out by the 
Association for its members. It contains specifications for the 
use of asbestos brake lining and clutch facings on all motor 
vehicles manufactured and used in the United States. Several 
thousand specifications are listed, including cars of models 
which are several years old, as well as models for this year, 
and in some cases plans for next year. 


The brake testing campaign which was conducted in El 
Paso, Tex., during the early part of May was one of the most 
unique ever conducted along this line. It included contests 
among the school children tor which prizes were offered, rang- 
ing from $12.50 for the first prize to $5.00 for the third prize. It 
was an essay contest in which the school children from the 
eighth grade down wrote essays on the subject, “Why Brake 
Inspection is a Necessity.” 

Another feature of this week in El Paso was what they 
ealled “Children’s Hazard Day.” in which pantomines were 
staged showing the necessity of adequate brake equipment and 
especially brake lining for the protection of the children on the 
public streets. 





In Fort Wayne, Ind., a brake testing campaign put on by 
the authorities, took such hold upon the people of the com- 
munity that the News Sentinel ran a series of cartoons during 
the week of the campaign in which emphasis was placed upon 
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the proper equipment of brakes with the necessary asbestos 
brake lining. 





*’r several days there was much interest expressed by 
representatives of American manufacturers of Asbestos brake 
lining, concerning the meiger of Canadian asbestos interests 
However, it did not last long. What the effect would be on the 
American market for asbestos products, especially brake lining, 
is more a matter for speculation than otherwise at this time. 
Some feel that there may be no change noticeable so long as 
present existing contracts are in force. The majority opinion 
seems to be tha: with no more information than is available at 
the present time, prediction would be of comparatively small 
value. It is a case of watchful waiting.

Building Statistics 


Contracts awarded in May fell off slightly from the April 
figures. In brief, April contracts covered 82,564,400 square feet 
of floor space (15,844 projects) valued at $546,970,700, while May 
contracts totalled but 78,909,900 square feet of floor space (15,- 
927 projects), valued at $496,024,100. No one class of buildings 
showed any great decrease but there was slight falling off in 
almost every class.

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Asbestos Paper Activities 


Since the beginning of our presen: gigantic railroad system 
the subject of freight rates and the relative burden to be placed 
on various commodities and on differen: types of traffic, has 
been an endless subject for debate between carriers and ship- 
pers, 

Many factors affect the final rate charged and it is in- 
evitable that mgny injustices should occur and many shippers 
benefit at the expense of others. It is the expectation of ship- 
pers, however, that on the average the charges made will be 
fair and no preference shown toward any individual or any class 
of shippers. 

A rate structure investigation by the Intersta e Commerce 
Commission, is underway, and many and varied opinions have 
been expressed as to the results which may be expected from 
such an investiga_ion. The investigation is being undertaken as 
a result of the Hoch-Smith resolution directing the Commission 
to investigate the rate struc_ure and make such changes, adjust- 
ments or redistribution of rates as seems necessary. 


Many see in this an effort to so change the rates that 
those on farm products will be lowered and rates on other 
commodities raised to take care of this reduction to farmers. 
Undoubtedly much good could be done by an open minded in- 
vestigation but any effort to secure the support of the farmer 
vote at the expense of other members of the communi y is bound 
to react unfavorably. It is to be hoped that this investigaion 
will be handled in a broadminded way and an equi‘able method 
of fixing rates be found. 


A subject of more immediate interest to shippers of asbes- 
tos paper products is the proposal in Docket No. 23, subject 46, 
of the Consolidated Classifica‘ion Committee. The carriers pro- 
pose that the present carload weight be reduced to 16,000 pounds 
of Asbestos Pipe Covering. This, in itself, is an advantageous 
change since it is difficult to secure the full carload weight 
at present, but it is also proposed that the rate be changed, re- 
sulting in a substantial increase. Profis on the sale of pipe 
covering have been microscopic for some time past; the in- 
crease in rates would be a serious matter at present and every 
shipper should investigate this matter thoroly. 

Hearings on this are to occur at the Hotel Traymore. Atlan- 
tic City, July 14th, and at Room 404, Chicago Union Station, 
July 21st. Shippers who desire to be heard should make ap- 
plication for assignment to R. C. Fyfe of the Western Classi- 
fication Committee. If shippers desire to submit a written 
argument, four copies should be furnished. 

This subject is of great importance and all air cell manu- 
facturers should look into it immediately. Further information 
can be obtained from the Asbestos Paper Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation.

Space does not permit the publication of details on these 
proposed changes but further informa ion will be gladly sup- 
plied upon request. Hearings are scheduled for July 14th at 
Atlantic City and July 21st at Chicago.

The Bureau of Mines, Department of Colonization, 
Mines and Fisheries of the Province of Quebec, has pub- 
lished its final report on Mining Operations in the Province 
of Quebee during 1924. The figures on Asbestos are prac- 
tically the same as those given in the preliminary report. 

A report received from the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics at Ottawa, gives the production of Asbestos during 
1924 in the whole of Canada as 225,744 tons, valued at $6,- 
710,830. Evidently the difference in tonnage between Que- 
bee figures and those for Canada as a whole, 518 tons, rep- 
resents the production of Ontario and perhaps other pro- 
vinees. 

The Poreupine Asbestos Mining Syndicate of Timmins, 
Ont., reports a production during 1924 of 172 tons, valued 
at $91,900, evidently included in the above difference.

Granted on 
May 12th, to Richard B. Hartman, Middletown, O., assignor to 
Hartman Brake Corporation. Filed Feb. 2, 1920. Serial No. 
355,846. Renewed Oct. 17, 1924. Described as in a brake the 
combination of a brake band, provided with pairs of notches in 
its side edges and removable brake lining segments each com- 
prising a metallic backing provided with punched out tongues 
and a facing of brake lining material, secured thereto, the said 
tongues being adapted to be turned over the side walls of the 
notches to lock the brake lining segments removably to the 
brake band. 

Making Compositions of Fibrous Materials and Cement. No. 
1,537,406. Granted on May 12th, to Gerald Otley Case and James 
Rankin Garrow, London, England, assignors to Novocretes, Ltd., 
London, England. Filed Oct. 18, 1924. Serial No. 744,510. De- 
scribed as a process for utilizing fibrous materials in combina- 
tion with cement which consists in saturating the said material 
and then mixing the damp saturated material with a substance 
which after reacting with the damping liquid produces an in- 
soluble compound in and on the material, and adding cement 
to the mixture, then subjecting the whole to pressure whereby 
liquid remaining in the material is brought into contact with the 
cement and a setting action initiated. 
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Brake Lining. No. 1,539,444. Granted on May 20th to Ed- 
ward J. Trainor, Brooklyn, N. Y., assignor to the Asbestos Spin- 
ning & Weaving Corporation, New York City. Filed September 
9, 1921. Serial No. 499,557. Described as a brake lining com- 
prising interwoven strands of bare wire and heat resisting 
fibrous material, folded upon itself along the line of the wires 
coated with a resilient composition and havine attached thereto 
a fibrous backing. 

Asbestos Slate Material and Process of Manufacture. No. 
1,541,598. Granted on June 9th, to Franz Brossler, Vienna, Aus- 
tria. Filed September 6th, 1923. Serial No. 661,320. Described 
as the manufacture of a composite material which consists in 
forming a pile of plates of asbestos cement, alternating with in- 
termediate plates of plywood with the interposition of a water- 
proof adhesive in such manner that the outside plates of the 
pile consist of Asbestos Cement material, and then subjecting 
the pile of plates to hydraulic pressure for causing the plates 
to unite together to consti ute material of the desired thickness.
